I submit sworn Affidavits Nos, 906 to 909% These sworn affidavits 
prove that especially cruel activities were carried ott by the partisans. 

Affidavits Nos, 921 to 924 prove the completely unlawful actions 
ef the partisans, their unlawful clething and the carrying of weapons, 

r dav 925 shows the extent of sabotage on rail- 
reoads.At times more than one thousand sabotage acts or explosives were 
registered daily. 

Sworn Affidavit Ne. 972 of Celene) General Johannes Friesner shows 
that 554 Germans in Prisoner of War Enclosure 314 near New Ulm did not 
know anything about the supposed intention of the German leadership 
to exterminate thirty millien Slavs by way of anti-partisan actions, 

I further hand over to you this list of sworn effidavites concerning 
the/icind of partisan activities. With that, I clese the giving of 


evidence for the partisan warfere, 
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DR. KEMPNER: The procedure this morning as fellewed by the 
defense counsel is not in line with the regulations given very accurately 
during and after the last session. Defense counsel was told that three 
to five affidavits would be accepted fer translation and that three to 
five other affidavits might be summarized and that summarization should 
be put down in written form right here before the Commission. Therefore, 
we object against anything which does not follew these rules. We have 
no objection that the first three or four afficavits on P=ge one of this 
report bei@® translated. If the six other afficavits on page two are 
summarized, we have no objection against that, but they are not summarized 
as yet. 

Tren another topic. On page three a number of affidavits are 
mentioned, discussing partism/warfare. The partisans are not on trial 
here and that warfare against partisans is a legal act is not relevant 
here. We are talking only about the illegal actions against partisans. 
Therefore, the fact that partisan warfare took place, which is obvious 
and the court knows of these things being executed. This means Affidavits 

90 9 alee all affidsvits, which relete to this 
point, are irrelevant. 

Affidavit No, 972 points out that General Friesner assures 
in the form of an affidavit that 554 Germans questioned by him did not 


know anything of the plans ef the German leadership to exterminate 


thirty million Slavs.

DR. LATERNSER; I recall Sworn Affidavit No, 972.6oncerning the 
affidavits on page three, I want to state the follewing. I believe it ig 
impertent and it is relevant fer me to prove that especially cruel methods 
were used at times by the partisans. ‘It is only human nature that in 
cases like this that the action by the other side would be more severe, 
therefore severe actions were alse created, even though they were not 
ordered, That is why these affidavits are relevant. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: As te the objections of Dr. Kempner. We 
will have the court reperter include them in the transcript and they will 
be submitted to the Commissioners and they will sort them out.
